2.  CO-ORDINATION  WITH  OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  is  also  Assistant  Medical  Officer  ol 
Health,  and  attends  all  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

The  School  Medical  Department  Clerk  devotes  40'  of  her  time  to 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  duties. 

The  same  building  is  used  as  School  Clinic  and  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre.  The  artificial  light  clinic  is  used  for  the  treat- 
ment of  children  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme,  as 
well  as  for  public  elementary  school  children. 

No  nursery  schools  have  been  established  by  the  Authority. 
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3.  SCHOOL  BUILDINCS.

4.  MEDICAL  INSPECTIONS. 

The  three  age  groups  examined  during  the  year  were  as  follows:  — 
(Statistical  particulars  are  given  in  the  tables  at  the  end  of  the  report). 

(a)  Children  admitted. 

( b ) All  children  between  8 and  9 years  of  age.

A total  ol  2,130  routine  medical  inspec  tions  was  made. 

5.  FINDINCS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT. 

(a)  Malnutrition. — Filtx-onc  children  were  classified  as  sufiering 
froni  malnutrition.  Manx  of  those  found  to  be  anaemic  or  to  have 
enlarged  cervical  glands  or  conjunctivitis  (374  in  all)  might  also  be 
described  as  being  malnourished.  I hese  patients  are  referred  to  the 
artificial  light  clinic,  advised  to  apply  for  school  meals,  recommended 
appropriate  home  treatment  or  to  consult  their  private  medical  atten- 
dant, according  to  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 

Tables  at  the  end  of  the  report  give  the  height  and  weight  of  the 
children  examined,  classified  bv  schools.  It  w ill  be  seen  from  these  that 
as  far  as  height  and  weight  is  concerned  the  nutrition  of  the  children 
remains  satisfactorv  in  spite  of  the  long  continued  depression  and 
resulting  povertv  in  the  Borough. 

The  measurement  of  the  height  anti  w eight  is  not  bv  any  means  an 
entirelv  satisfactory  guide  to  nutrition,  and  it  is  quite  possible  for  a 
patient's  height  and  weight  to  be  up  to  average  and  for  that  person  to 
be  malnourished.  Nevertheless,  these  measurements  are  the  most 
satisfactory  single  guide  to  nutrition  and  thev  have  the  great  advantage 
that  no  personal  factor  is  involved. 

(b)  Uncleanliness. — During  routine  survevs  of  uncleanliness  13,259 
examinations  were  made  by  the  school  nurses,  464  or  3.5%  children 
were  found  to  be  affected  by  nits  and  vermin  or  to  be  otherwise  unclean. 
Y\  henever  any  nits,  even  a single  one,  is  discovered,  the  child  is  classi- 
fied as  “unclean"  for  statistical  purposes;  this  is  done  so  that  a 
comparison  may  be  made  between  different  areas,  as  otherwise  with  so 
many  different  nurses  carrying  out  the  survevs,  the  personal  factor 
would  make  comparison  useless. 

(c)  Skin  Disease. — As  shown  in  table  II,  the  wist  majoritv  ol  cases 
ol  skin  disease  found  are  impetigo;  there  were  12  cases  of  scabies  and 
one  case  of  ringworm  of  the  scalp.  The  arrangements  for  the  cure  of 
ringworm  of  the  scalp  by  X-rays  continue  to  prove  very  satisfactorv. 

I here  is  no  difficulty  now  in  persuading  parents  to  agree  to  their 
children  undergoing  this  treatment. 

(cl)  Eye  Defects  and  Diseases.— Excellent  results  have  been 
obtained  from  a course  of  artificial  light  treatment  in  cases  of  phyctenular 


conjunctivitis  which  do  not  quickh  respond  to  local  treatment  and  the 
provision  ot  spectacles  if  there  is  an\'  error  of  refraction. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  admission  to  the  Eye 
Hospital,  Xewcastle-on-Tyne,  of  several  children  suffering  from  severe 
corneal  ulceration  and  requiring  in-patient  institutional  treatment. 

Two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  children  were  submitted  to  refraction 
on  account  of  defective  vision  and/or  squint;  205  of  these  were  found 
to  require  spectacles.  One  hundred  and  eightv-eight  children  obtained 
or  received  spectacles  during  the  vear.  In  everv  case  for  whom  spec- 
tacles are  prescribed  the  School  Medical  Officer  checks  the  lenses  and 
the  fitting  of  the  frame. 

(e)  Ear  Diseases  and  Defects. — Otitis  media  is  the  only  disease 
frequently  met  with.  This  is  treated  bv  swabbing  away  the  discharge 
and  bv  the  instillation  of  antiseptic  drops.  Occasionally  it  is  possible  to 
arrange  to  have  a radical  mastoid  operation  done  at  one  of  the  Newcastle 
on-Tyne  hospitals. 

(f)  Nose  and  Throat.  —One  hundred  and  eight  children  were  found 
during  routine  inspection  to  require  treatment  for  tonsils  and  adenoids, 
and  77  were  noted  to  be  kept  under  observation.  Of  the  special 
inspections  92  were  found  to  require  treatment  for  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids. 

It  is  most  unusual  for  us  to  recommend  operative  treatment  for  a 
patient  when  seen  for  the  first  time  to  have  enlarged  tonsils  and 
adenoids;  the  usual  procedure  is  to  record  the  abnormalitv  “for  obser- 
vation” at  the  same  time  recommending  suitable  medical  treatment. 
Subsequently  this  patient  may  be  recommended  operative  treatment  if 
the  abnormality  and  disability  are  found  to  persist  in  spite  of  medical 
treatment. 

(g)  Dental  Defects  and  Diseases. — One  session  was  spent  doing 
routine  inspection  in  schools,  29  sessions  were  devoted  to  extractions 
under  a general  anaesthetic  (ethyl  chloride)  and  192  sessions  to  conser- 
vative work  and  extractions  under  local  anaethesia. 

(h)  Heart  and  Circulation. — Diseases  and  defects  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  are  as  a rule  referred  to  the  family  doctor  for  treatment,  and 
in  addition  parents  and  teachers  are  advised  with  regard  to  exercise, 
drill,  games,  etc.,  when  special  care  is  required.  Reallv  bail  cases  of 
organic  heart  disease  are  classified  as  physical  defectives  on  the  register 
of  exceptional  children.  Such  cases  are  re-examined  bv  the  School 
Medical  Officer  as  a routine  at  least  once  a vear. 

(i)  Tuberculosis.— All  cases  o!  tuberculosis  discovered  are  referred 
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to  the  District  Tuberculosis  Officer  lor  treatment.  I hat  Officer  also 
advises  the  School  Medical  Officer  as  to  the  lit  ness  ol  children  sullering 
I'roni  tuberculosis  to  attend  school.  1 he  arrangements  lor  the  super- 
vision of  school  children  who  are  contacts  with  intentions  cases  ol 
tuberculosis  as  described  in  my  report  lor  1929  were  continued;  15 
contacts  were  examined,  11  showed  no  signs  ol  tuberculosis,  one 
suspicious  case  was  red  erred  lor  observation. 

6.  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

All  cases  ol  infectious  diseases  or  suspected  infectious  diseases  that 
are  not  under  the  can-  ol  a doctor  are  visited  bv  the  School  N urses,  who 
oive  advice  with  regard  to  treatment  and  exclusion  from  school.  During 
the  year  tin*  School  Nurses  paid  96  visits  to  homes  ol  children  sullering 
from  infectious  diseases.

8.  FOLLOWING  UP. 

Special  registers  are  kept  of  children  requiring  treatment  of  defec- 
tive vision,  operations  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  and  dental  treatment. 
All  cases  for  which  treatment  is  required  which  fall  into  the  above 
categories  are  followed  up  systematically  bv  notes  to  parents,  visits  to 
schools  and  home  visits,  and  il  these  methods  fail,  bv  referring  to  the 
National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children.

Very  valuable  help  is  given  to  the  School  Medical  Department  by 
the  Society's  Inspector  (Inspector  W illiamson),  his  excellent  type-written 
reports  on  the  cases  referred  to  him  being  especially  appreciated. 

9.  ARTIFICIAL  LICHT  CLINIC. 

I he  work  ol  the  Artificial  Light  Clinic  continued  throughout  the 
year  on  the  lines  indicated  in  lormer  reports,  except  during  the  month 
ol  July  when  no  sessions  were  held. 
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Most  satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained,  particularly  in  cases 
of  earlv  rickets  and  anaemia  and  malnutrition. 


The  equipment  of  the  clinic  was  the  gift  of  the  West  Line  Com- 
mittee of  the  l vncside  Council  of  Social  Service.  The  Committee  keeps 
in  touch  with  the  work  of  the  Clinic  and  kindly  subscribed  the  sum  of 
£10  which  was  spent  on  “Maltoline”  to  be  sold  to  t he  patients  at  a 
price  much  below  cost.  We  were  very  pleased  to  welcome  Mrs.  W.  E. 
Lishman  and  Miss  Paterson  who  visited  the  Clinic  on  behalf  of  the  West 
Line  Committee.

10.  Miscellaneous. 

School  Clinic. — I he  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  School  Clinic 
(excluding  cases  attending  the  dental  clinic)  was  8,383.  The  number  ot 
treatments  was  3,439.  New  cases  inspected  for  the  first  time  numbered 
3,380  and  cases  re-inspected  numbered  2,321. 

The  new  cases  inspected  for  the  first  time  and  the  routine  cases 
examined  during  the  year,  make  a grand  total  o!  5,510  individual 
children  or  81.4'  of  the  average  attendance,  examined  by  the  school 
doctors  during  the  year. 
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These  futures  do  nol  include  all  the  cases  examined  and  treated  at 
the  dental,  artificial  light  and  refraction  clinics,  though  most  of  the  cases 
attending'  the  artificial  light  and  retraction  clinics  are  included  in  the 
total,  as  the\  would  have  been  seen  previously  either  as  routine  cases  or 
as  special  eases  at  the  general  clinics. 

Work  of  School  Nurses.— In  addition  to  the  work  at  the  general, 
artificial  light,  refraction  and  dental  clinics,  the  nurses  paid  96  visits  to 
the  homes  of  children  suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  and  71  home 
visits  to  children  suffering  Irom  other  detects  and  diseases.  Also  49 
sessions  were  devoted  to  cleansing'  inspection  in  schools,  87  sessions  to 
routine  medical  inspection  and  one  to  routine  dental  inspection. 

Employment  of  Children  and  Young  Persons.  The  following 
children  were  medically  examined  and  found  fit  for  employment  in  the

No  street  traders  licences  were  issued. 

Co-operation  with  Parents. — There  were  2,130  children  examined  as 
routine  cases;  parents  were  present  in  1,461  of  these  cases.  In  the  vast 
majoritv  of  cases  examined  or  treated  at  the  general,  relraction  or  dental 
clinics  a parent  accompanies  the  child. 

Co-operation  with  Teachers  and  School  Attendance  Officers,  l ire 

teachers  arrange  for  the  attendance  of  children  for  routine  inspection, 
and  at  the  refraction  and  dental  clinics.  All  cases  attending  the  general 
clinics  must,  in  the  first  instance,  bring  a note  from  the  Heal  Teacher  or 
School  Attendance  Officer.  Lists  of  names  of  children  on  the  dental  and 
refraction  waiting  lists  are  sent  to  the  Head  Teachers  w ith  a request  that 
arrangements  be  made  for  the  children  to  attend  the  clinic  on  the  dates 
given;  the  teachers  then  communicate  with  the  parents. 

The  School  Attendance  Officers,  in  addition  to  the  help  previously 
mentioned,  are  ol  considerable  help  in  following  up  cases  excluded  on 
account  of  verminous  conditions.  They  also  superintend  the  service  of 
the  school  meals. 

The  help  and  interest  of  the  Teachers  and  School  Attendance  Officers 
is  much  appreciated. 

Vaccination. — Ol  the  routine  cases  examined  1,270  or  59. 6",  had 
been  vaccinated. 
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School  Meals. — ihc  number  ol  individual  children  in  receipt  of 
school  meals  was  1,170;  88,665  breakfasts  and  166,657  dinners  were 
supplied  during  the  year. 

Considerable  additions  and  improvements  were  made  to  the  feeding 
centre;  a new  kitchen  was  built  and  additional  apparatus  bought.  The 
Committee  aimed  at  providing  equipment  capable  of  preparing  400 
breakfasts  and  800  dinners  per  diem;  and  in  addition  to  having  the  two 
original  30  gallon  gas  heated  boilers  fitted  so  that  they  could  be  heated 
by  steam — the  gas  burners  being  left  in  position  for  use  in  case  of  a 
temporary  break  down  of  the  steam  plant — new  apparatus  was  provided 
as  follows : — 

One  four  deck  oven. 

One  six  chamber  battery  of  steamers. 

One  thirty  gallon  boiler. 

One  steam  boiling  wafer  fountain. 

The  new  plant  has  proved  very  satisfactory  in  use,  and  enables  an 
excellent  variety  of  appetizing  anti  nutritious  meals  to  be  provided  for 
the  children.
